li. 11. ("Honnie") Mcl'liorsun has 
been recommended as Honorary Condi 
of the Toronto Itugby Club l'or a 
period of two years by Hie Advisory 
Couch Committee, and the Executive 
of Hie Toronto Itugby Club. This 
recommendation was made after the 
whole question of the coaching of 
University Athletics had boon con- 
sidered both by the Athletic Director- 
ate and by the Joint Committee, con- 
sisting of a member of the Hoard of 
Governors, two members of the Gradu- 
ate Advisory Board, the Prcsidoni and 
three Undergraduate members of Ihe 
Athletic Directorate. 

The report of this special commit 
tee. which has been approved by the 
Graduate Advisory Hoard, and rati- 
fied by the Athletic Directorate 
recommends: 

1 . That every effort should he made 
to get a permanent Director of 
Athletics for the University of 
Toronto and that the Board of Govor- 
nors be asked to create such a post 
lion. 

2. Th.it to get the best results If is 
absolutely essential to have continuity 
tn the matter of coaching. 

3. That the coach should lie ap- 
pointed at once for the rugby team 
and If necessary he should be paid 
a reasonable compensa lion for his 
services. 

After four years on the senior rugby 
team of R.M.C.. Ronnie McPherson 
entered the University of Toronto, and 
was a member of the Varsity Senior 
Intercollegiate team of 1922. and played 
on the Hamilton Tiger tonm of 192». 
Hc N has. therefore, recent playing ex- 
pciience in the game. In 1924 he was 
Conch cf the Varsity junior team and 
coached that team as Intercollegiate 
champions. Last season he was referee 
in the O.R.F.U. senior series, and 
gained the reputation of being one of 
the best officials in the game, having 
studied the game from every angle. 
He will be in absolute charge of the 
coaching, and tbe assistant coaches 
under him will be appointed on his 
recommendation.

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Dr. Hibbert On Outlook 

Of Organic Chemistry 



Speaking before the regular meet- 
ing of the Mcliiil] Chemical Society on 
Friday Dr. H. Hibbert. who has been 
appointed recently to the Chair of 
Cellulose Chemistry at McG ill, dealt 
very ably with the outlook and future 
trend of organic chemistry. The 
speaker pointed out that before the 
Wtr organic chemistry was chiefly 
concerned with the benzene deriva- 
tives. — that Is dyes, drugs etc. chiefly 
obtained from coal-tar products. A 
school had developed In Germany 
which was devoted entirely to this 
field and it was through the efforts ot 
this school that a tremendously im- 
portant and financially successful 
industry was built up. This was made 
possible by the very close co-opera- 



tion of the industrial chemists with products out.way very 



chemistry. This itself is important 
evidence that the future development 
of organic chemistry lies in the open- 
chain field. The phénoménal strides jj 
taken by the synthetic methyl alcohol 
Industry in Germany were .itioted as 
an example. 

For ihe development or' industry;; 
three important factors must be taken 
Into consideration, these being labour, 
pOwer and raw materials. In dealing 
with the first the speaker pointed out 
that with the products of aliphatic 
chemistry much of the work is done 
by the sunlight in the forests, by 
bacteria and enzymes and by means 
of inexpensive catalysts. Nothing could 
be much cheaper than this. He also 
showed that in value and use aliphatic

those In the universities and also by 
a similar co-operation between dif- 
férant departments In the university 
itself. Prior to the war. therefore, 
Germany, very deservedly, was su- 
preme in this field. 

War deprived us of those essentials, 
and. as it went on caused tremendous 
shortage in Germany itself of various 
other things even more essential still, 
such as foodstuffs, fuel, material tor 
explosives etc. and so we see the 
Germany, which bad already develop- 
ed methods of obtaining nitrates from 
tho air and acetic acid from acetylene, 
now getting her glycerine from starch 
by fermentation, using synthetic 
glyools for explosives: using wood- 
pulp for gun-cotton and paper for 
clothing, All these substances are of 
the aliphatic or open -chain series as 
distinct from the benzene derivatives. 

In Canada also two Important steps 
In this direction were taken, One was 
the production of bully alcohol and 
acetone through bacterial fermena- 
tlon ami the oilier was the method 
for acetic acid from acetylene In whoso 
development the speaker took some 
pari. Tbe former process is being' used 
extensively In the United Slates. 

Dr v iniibept allowed that at the end of 
the war Germany was unable to 
recoup herself by her dyestutf and 
drug manufacture, due to the fact thai 
tho olhor countries (hud developed 
industries of their own along these 
\ines, thanks to propaganda, and so 
\Y*e forced sfain to turn to aliphatic 



derived from benzene. In Ihe United 
Stales the value of the cotton crop, 
of natural gas. fish and animal oils., 
butter etc. . exceeded by billions ot 
dollars thai of the coal-tnr products. 

Dealing next with essentials of 
human comfort; food, clothing, light 
and ben and producis for medicine 
and the arts, from the aliphatic point 
ot view be showed iJiat in Canada 
we have most of the raw materials 
and tool* up at some length problems 
of development especially in the now 
and highly important artificial silk 
industry. In order to have real pro- 
gress, however, ho emphasized the 
absolute necessi ty of co-operation be- 
tween the organic chemist and his 
fellow workers In the fields of physics, 
mathematics, biology colloid chem- 
istry etc. In conclusion he stressed the 
role ot the catalyst a.s something to 
wM'Çh more attention must be paid. 
The use of catalysts involves less 
labour, makes possible greater produc- 
tion and also gives a better product 
due lo ihe lower temperatures In 
manufacture. Lines of pi-ogre 
indicated by the numerous 
which are being issued for processes 
of this mi i me; a tact which also shows 
that tuo.si of our text-books in this 
field will shortly be out of dale. "The 
subject uf organic chemistry is no 
longer une of stereotyped reactions" 
said Dr. Hibbert. 'but one requires 
co-opcnitlon of all the sciences." After, 
a hearty vote of thanks i« ta* speaker 
tho meeting %4Junw& 
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make good any louden auft^rcd by tlio 
Union.

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Why the average professor insists upon treating his sub- 
ject as though it were the only one on the curriculum is a ques- 
tion which has puzzled many. At the present time it. is being 
revived by the deep groans which are emanating from under- 
graduates in our oldest faculty. It is natural, of course, for un- 
dergraduates to groan about, the time that the term's end comes 
in view, i but when thai groaning assumes a much greater vo- 
lume and intensity than usual one is justified in seeking a cause 
for the. augmentation. Inquiry soon elicits the information that 
the professors are the cause: that they are greedy; that they 
demand more than their share of the student*' time; that the 
weight of their assignments is unbearable, and much more. 
Further inquiry produces suggested reasons for this state of 
affairs, the likeliest tl ory being the one which lays all the 
blame on the average professor's imagination. Not. that the 
average professor is necessarily deficient in imagination ; he 
may on the contrary suffer — that is, the undergraduates suf- 
fer — from an abnormally active imagination. True, Emerson 
says, "Men are imaginative, but are not overpowered by imagi- 
nation to the extent of confounding its suggestions with external 
facts," but thai is "hardly an accurate statement. History proves 
that men frequently confound fact with imagination. For in- 
stance, think of the abnormal imagination which must have been 
possessed by that childless old man of ninety years — of Biblical 
fame — who was told to. "Go. take the land of Palestine as home 
for thy children." and who went! 

And so, even as the student is sometimes accused of not 
using his imagination when he is asked to, and of using it at 
other times to fill the place of requested but forgotten facts, the 
average professor is now accused. 

The point is this: construction work in preparation for the 
new Arts building has precipitated the final Arts examinations 
by a month's time. All lectures in the Aris building cease on 
April first, while examinations are scheduled to commence 
about two weeks later. It is in connection with these two weeks 
that the professor's imagination is attacked. Students saw in 
.the proposed interval a time for much needed review, for cover- 
ing neglected readings, for completing overdue essays — yes! 
and for more .systematic cramming. But alas! The zealous 
professor seems to have realized the possibilities as well — an 
opportunity to send his classes forth equipped with a knowledge 
of his subject that no others has ever had. Hence he immediate 
ly calculated, and assigned, the amount of work which could be 
covered in two weeks of concentrated study. Alas indeed! Ima 
gine the sensations when still another professor, then a third 
perhaps even a fourth, repeated the blow. Six or eight weeks' 
work to be crammed into what appeared as two weeks of. com- 
parative freedom ! 

The deed is done. Groans will not better matters. There 
remains merely the hope that the abnormal imaginations which 
saw no faults in the assignments may also see none in the exami- 
nation papers of the burdened ones.

MILITARY TRAINING 

(Oberlin, O., Tribune) 

The reaction against military train- 
ing in colleges and secondary schools 
cannot be taken os a pacifist movf 
ment but Is a result of too intensive 
action upon the part of thc war «le 
partin'nt. What wa 8 formerly con- 
fined to the military schools has now 
branched out until nearly every in- 
stitution of thc kind is given training 
of this sort. 

Not only is thc system of enormous 
expense to thc people but it has come 
to gnido tho policy of the Institution 
Instcnd of being merely a part. Train- 
lug in high schools as n national de- 
fense movement means nothing. In 
the larger institutions thc tend'ney 
has been to moke the curriculum 
conform to the drill mast'V. 

At Ohio State tho appropriation 
required for carrying on this work Is 
enormous and only a fow of those 
recn'vlng such training could ever 
serve as efficient officers in time of 



war. 

Opposition to such universal 
tra.lnlng Is growing among those who 
havn no sympathy with pacifism', 
but who are loyal Americans and 
who would- take up arms In defense 
of their country m fîmes of invasion.

Mr. Paton whs secretary of (he S.C'.,\. 
or Fnglnnil. 

Ilev. Mr. P:i|ii|i took his text from 
tin- fifth mid nlxlli verses of 1 1 • • - four- 
Leoillli Chapter of the Gospel of St. 
John, emphasizing particularly the 
words, "I mid the way, the truth and 

the llgilt." 

Ilev. Mr. Paton slated that in Jesus 
Is the supreme and complete revela- 
tion of the heart and mind of fiod. 
We tdiould therefore study nntl try 
to follow Jesus' way of living. There 
are three essential facts Which tho 
Christian hellever must admit. First. 
If we are sine f ,r the vital teachings, 
I lien they are final and we desire lo 
obey them Secondly, these principles 
are not alien In I he world toil are 
realty a cnldo to Hf-v Thirdly, we ore 
opposed not to matter hut to sin 

The speaker wenl 011 t" say that 
we should try to obtain tho love of 
Jesus, not wealth, honour or worldly 
position The Mohammedans e|nim 
that the Christian religion has no re- 
lation to reality bill this can be easily 
prnved wrong. 

Th" Chrislllnii religion places "créai, 
emphasis on lb" Infinite and equal 
value of every Individual human soul." 
This Is shown In the parables of the 
Dost. Sheep ami of the Woman and 
the Coin. 

The preacher then briefly referred 
to Industrialism. A person returning 
from » prolonced slay in India cannot 
h"lp but notlre tin. cro-ii industrial 
machine In which so many In the 
West, are caught up. Industrialism, h? 
said, is contrary lo Christian princi- 
ples not op account of the resulting 
poor housing conditions or Inch In- 
fant mortality but. because it Is a de. 
niai of the unalienable rights of 
Christ. Men become only ;i mean" to 
nn end: they develop into nothing 
mure than tools. 

Mr. Paton then spoke of the elash 
of races In India, South Africa. China 
la pa n and South America. It will not 
do for us to be too optimistic, he 
said. Wo must realize the gravity of 
tho situation. If we believe In Jesus 
then there must be some way in which 
the Just demands of men and races 
may he reconciled. One thing Is certain 
mil that is that It thore is another 
,-reat war In which the white race 
participates, the white civilization will 
be wiped out. 

Mr. 1 ton stated that much of Hie 
common practice and thought must be 
revised If we arc to do away with 
the different moral standards which 
now exist for men and women. 

Tho Sermon on the .Mount and The 
Cross teach us that the surest way 
to overcome evil is by love. If Jesus 
really represents the mind of God 
then the mightiest thing to overcome 
evil and to cast out fear is love. 

Speaking of the liberal forms of re- 
ligion, Mr. Paton stated that such re- 
ligion is feeble because it is identified 
with moral effort. 

Some pooplo believe that we should 
oppose the League of Nations and sup- 
port Industrialism because they think 
that no moral advance can be made 
until Christ comes again. But those 
who have engaged In deeper religious 
experiments gladly realize that the 
building up of better society is what 
wo must do. 

In closing, Mr. Paton stated that 
it Is by no nieans easy to live the 
Chrlst-llkc life. He said, "The way in 
Which reality becomes victorious Is 
tho Way of tho Cross and there is 110 
other . In proportion as we believe 
that love does win we may, lis St. 
Paul said, "call ourselves happy."
